The Ministry 


Tun selections made by Mr. BaLDwtn of those who are to form 
the new Government we, of course, would not comment upon from 
the political point of view. But we feel constrained to congratulate 
Mr. A. M. SAMUEL: upon his appointment which marks his entry 


into official life, and to note that Sir PuHinip Sassoon has been 


entrusted with the important position of 
Air. That comprises the personal Jewish interest in the new Ministry. 
What is undoubtedly the supreme Jewish concern to-day—the 
building up of a Jewish Nation in the Land of Israel—has more 
than one ardent supporter in the new Ministry. It is particularly 
gratifying to find the Colonial Office in charge of two such 
excellent friends of Jewish Nationalism as Mr. AMERY, who becomes 
Colonial Secretary, and the Hon. W. Orusny-Gore, who becomes 
Under Secretary. Viscount Crcr., who is included in the 
Cabinet as Chancellor of thé Duchy of Lancaster, is a keen 
supporter of the Movement, conspicuous among non-Jews for the 
thoroughness and cons?stency of his aid. Mr. AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN also 
is a good friend to Jewish Nationalism, as is only natural with the 
son of JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, one of the first Statesmen of the world to 
hold out a helping hand to Dr. IIZ. Mr. WiInsToON CHURCHILL is re- 
ceiving wide-spread and general congratulations upon higsensatioual 
appointment as Chancellor of the Exchequer. He has always been 
a warm supporter of British Zionist policy, and although he has not 
rendered very robust encouragement to the Jewish view of the 
future of the Land of Israel, and indeed was part author of one of the 
chief stumbling blocks which Zionism has bad to encounter during 
the last seven years, we imagine that he takes a far different view of 
the situation to-day then he did in July, 1922, whenthe Memorandum 
was published. Be this as it may, the Colonial Ollice appointments 
made by the Prime Minister we doubt not may be accepted at 
least as evidence that the new Government intends to maintain in 
general the policy of Great Britain towards the Land of Israel—a 
policy that can now be regarded as the settled policy of this country, 


The Presidential Election. 


Tun great wave of Republican sympathy which has swept 
President Coop back to the White House is an unmistakable 


tribute by a great nation of their appreciation of the fine qualities 


of statesmansbip and popular confidence in the new President. 
Mr, Coonber haa more than once recently exhibited a very high 
opinion of his Jewish fellow-citizens. He ug t2%enu the opportunity 
of paying tribute to the generosity and cars manifested by our 
brethren towards the less fortunate of the children of Israel, and he 
has in other ways shown himself to hold a very high estimate of 
Jews. The remarkable success of Mrs. Fencusson, who becomes the 
first woman State Governor, was certainly largely due to her 
personal popularity which secured her the familiar title of “ Ma” 
Ferausson and the attractive slogan, instituted for purposes of the 
election, Me for Ma.” Mrs, FeERGussON's candidature was under- 
taken as a challenge to the Ku-Klux Klan. In so far as she was 


Under-Secretary. of 


triumphant, it is a matter of great satisfaction not alone to 
Jews but to all citizens of the United States who care anything 
for the high ideals of Liberty and Freedom that have ever been 
associated with the country and which are so brutally outraged by 
the Klan. Unhappily, the elections showed that the Klan is else- 
where exercising an astounding influence upon American citizens— 
astounding, especially when its purposes and methods are considered. 
Its campaign, nominally undertaken in the name of Americanism, is 
really the outcome of an evil spirit of intolerance against Catholics 
and Jews and negroes. It is a poisonous growth in American 
economics; and it is, hence, not surprising to find that the best 
intellects in the country are devoting themselves to exposing the 
utter hollowness of the claims set up by the Klan, and of inducing 


a strengthening of the political and social sanity in the masses of § 


American citizens, a palpable weakening of which has evidently 
given the Klan its opportunity. |

Charity Co-ordination. 3 

THE report of the committee appointed by the Conference 
on Charity Co-ordination, which was presented at a meeting of 
the Conference on Wednesday evening, will be received throughout 
the community, we feel sure, with much gratification. Asthe Chair- 
man, Mr. LIONEL pn ROTHSCHILD, under whose wgis the Con- 
ference was called together, observed, the report marks 
the beginning of the co-ordination of Jewish Charities in the 
Metröpolis. We particularly welcome it, because it confirms 
un position which Tun Juwisn CRRONICLE bas for years taken 
up, both in regard to the present system and the potentiatities that 
reside in a well-considered charity co-ordination scheme. The 
report acknowledges that “overlapping in relief through lack of 


co-operation and co-ordination which causes wasteful expenditure 


of money existe, and that careful enquiry has gone to show 


also lack of method and of ‘co-ordination in the collection of 
funds necessary for the maintenance of existing charities with 
the inevitable result of partial failure. That is a sweeping 
condemnation of the present chaotic. method under which. our

those who for so long have urged some such plan as that which the

charitable institutions in. London work. 


Conference now proposes to carry into effect. 
advantage and all to the good that, in the ciroumstances, the sub- 
committee has not suggested a general federation of charities. We 
doubt whether London Jewry is yet ripe for such a change; although, 
as happens, a pamphlet before us as we. write, issued by the 
Federation for the Support of Jewish Philanthropic Societies of 
New York, shows the splendid development of which coordination 
is possible. In view ofthe report adopted by the Co-ordination Con- 
ference; we may, we hope, be permitted to quote just afew lines from 
the pamphlet. For they cannot, we imagine, fail to help the cause 
of co-ordibation in metropolitan Jewry.

An impartial consideration of the needs of the institution and a 
consideration of the amount available results in the most careful 
expenditure of ali moneys. |

are sent to the Executive Committee of Federation and to the Board 
of Trustees for final] approval. 

By this close check and supervision expenses are held to a 
minimum and the maximum of charity is secured for each dollar 
contributed. 

We quote these extracts, us we intimate, not by reason of any dissatis- 
faction with the report of the sub-committee. Onthe contrary, having 
regard to all the circumstances, we would repeat that the report is in 
our view an excellent one, and contains suggestions and proposals 
which should be readily accepted by all concerned. We see that 
ihe scheme contemplates only what are called in the report 
assistance charities.’ What that precisely means dees not 
emerge, either from the report itself or from the proceedings of the 
meeting that received it. It occurs to us that all charities could well 
come under the denomination, since all are necessarily—or should 
be—assistant. If, however, some limitation is in view, then we make 
no doubt that whatever it is, in due time it will, by the force of the 
experience which the Community will gain of the value of eo. 
ordination, soon be removed. A very cordial word remains to be said 
not alone for Mr. LIONEL DE RoTHSCHILD who bas taken aleading place 
in this new departure, but also for Mr. ARTHUR STIFBEL, the President 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, who acted as Chairman of the 
sub-committee, which seems to have done its duty with circumspec> 
tion and thoroughness, We are convinced that its report and the 
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proceedings of the meeiing on Wednesday night will come to mark 
anew aud better era in the administration of Jewish metropolitan 
charities. And this must mean more extended help and relief, care 
and regard for those for whose benefit they are instituted. 


Proselytes at the Antipodes. 


Tun question of the admission of proselytes into the Jewish 
Community has long been one of considerable difliculty and some 


complexity for our brethrenin Australia. For reasons into which itis © 
unnecessary to enter, there has been for years past an abnormal 


accession there of non-Jews. Tosuchan extent has this been so, that 
a definite movement has recently been instituted against the 
practice of admitting proselytes at all. It is felt that the effect of 
the wholesale admission which, it is alleged, has occurred, must 
result in serious racial consequences and even more important 
ones to the religious well-being of Australian Jewry. Put, 
it will be readily understood, the matter cannot be rightly 
Viewed as merely a local one. If the outcome of prosélytism 
be such as those who oppose the practice declare, then it is likely 
to affect Jewry, more or less, as a whole and certainly British 
Jewry in particular, From the report we publish of the Annual 
Mestings of the Sydney and the Melbourne Congregations, it will be 
Seen that the question was on the occasions hotly debated. 
One speaker declared that out of forty marriages during the past 
twelve months ten were mixed marriages; and if this was so, he was 
certainly justified in calling it a terrible percentage.” On the 
other hand, the President of the Sydney Synagogue Mr. S. S. COHEN) 
declared that the number of proselytes had been very trifling. From 
the reporis of the meetings there seems to be a great deal in what Mr, 
MENDOZ\, whois described as the Chairman of the Proseiyte Board 
at Melbourne, said upon the matter when he declared that there is 
not a member of the Executive or Beth Din whois in sympathy with 
the making of proselytes; but that it is the ruling of the Chine 
RAPD; meaning apparently that the Cuizr Rarer had insisted that 
the practice was not to be discontinued. ‘There is considerable 
coniirmation of this in the statement made at Sydney. by Rabbi 
given by Dr. Hiren and 
upon which a resolution, submitted to the meeting, urging that no. 
farther proselytes should be made, was decided to be wifra vires.

Now it seems to us that upon a subject of this importance, mis- 
understanding should, if-possible, be avoided and that it is not‘likely 
that aclear perception of the question can be obtained from any news- 
paper report of proceedings such as those of the meetings referred to. 
It occurs to us, therefore, that it would be a good thing if the Caer 
Ruͤnt who is evidently fully acquainted with the position, were to 
take an early opportunity of stating precisely the conditions that exist, 
and particularly his own “instructions” in respect to them. As we 
would repeat, this is no local problem; and having regard to the 
assimilative tendency everywhere prevalent in Jewry, tho question 
is one of practical and by no means merely academic importance.

Wanted: A Communal 
Arbitration Court. 


Miscellaneous Topics. 
By Mentor. 


WEEK or two ago I quoted in this column some remarks 
that had appeared in a Sunday paper, and which went 
to show that our Law Courts are unduly occupied with 
cases resulting from squabbles between Jews. I ventured 

to doubt whether, as the writer of the article in question put if, 
it was Jewish cases which caused the congestion that is so evident 
in the administration of justice in this country. But I conceded 


from my own observation and from what I had been able to giean . 


without going minutely into the subject, that we Jews, taken as 
whole, are extremely litigious. lattributed this somewhat to Jewish 
hyper-sensitiveness, to the Jew feeling extremely sore when really 
very little hurt. It seemed to me that, whereas the non-Jew can 
treat some annoyance encountered by bim—and 1 am, of course, 
speaking gencrally—with disdain, the Jew feels that where an 
injury has been done him it can be assuaged only by the applica- 
tion to it of a law case. 
* * 


But a correspondent, whose opinion upon such matters I value 
a great deal, tells me that my estimate of the Jewish psychology in 
this respect is somewhat open to question. He thinks that the 
litigiousness of the Jew arises from the keen sense of justice that 


is inberent in him, and so the feeling is intense in him not to suffer , 


with impunity. a wrong. 1 imagine that there must be a good 
deal in what my friend says, because Shakespeare utilised that 
characteristic of the Jew in his conception of Shylock. What 
Shylock based himself on was an insistence upon strict adherence to 
the terms of a bargain once it was made, and minute observance 1 
the letter of the bond by the person responsible for it. I imagine, 
too, that this characteristic is neurished by the Jew in consequence 
of the denial of justice which has been his main lot for twenty 
centuries, with the crowning injustice to him, of course, of the 
Cain-mark that the warld has graven upon bis forehead, in respect 


to the death of the founder of Christianity. 
* 


Be this all as it may, I think it will be conceded that it is nof, 
desirable in the interests of the community that Jews should play 
an.unduly prominent part in the Law Courts, and that they do so. 
The recent casein Edinburgh in which THe Jewisn CHRONICLE was 
involved, was one which this paper could-not possibly have avoided 
consistently with its duty to the community and its sense of the 
urgency and importance of the conditions out of which the case arose. 
Jam quite sure that if like circumstances bad occurred in any other 
community and a newspaper bad been dragged into a lengthy and 
unpleasant law struggle, it would have received general sympathy, 
And I bave not much doubt that a great deal of that sentiment bas 
in this instance been extended to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, both inside 
and outside the community. But I could not overlook some of 
the captions by which some of the newspapers brought their report 
of the case before their readers. “Jews at Law,’ was one; “Jews 
Fighting Jews was another; A Jewish Quarrel” was another—all 
of these, and some otbers that I could quote, evidencing a feeling of 
contempt and derision at Jews going to law against Jews. 
* * 


In this particular case, too, there was a large number of details 
connected with Jewish practice, which had to be examined. They 
could not be adequately explaine d to the Court (or the public) in the 
records of the case, so that itis certain they left a wrongimpression 
upon non-Jews who read of them and understood nothing about 
them. The learned Judge from the outset evidently saw this. He 
perceived that a great deal would depend upon certain specitic Jewish 
matters in regard to which he naturally felt bimeelf incapable of 
adequately dealing, bec ause they formed a terra incognita for him. 
He therefore more than once suggested that the case was one for 
private settlement. There must be many other cases where the same 
can be said, that come before the Law Courts up anddown the country. 
In fact, there are; and there are many others revealing circumstances 


and conditions which we Jews understand and appreciate, 


because they are Jewish circumstances and Jewish conditions, 
but which appear to non-Jews as ludicrous and, hence, represent 
our people in anything but a worthy light. 


Although, then, it would obviously be a good thing if a large 
number of Jewish cases could be satisfied, so far as the parties 


concerned in them go, without being brought into the publie 
Courts, we have at present no efficient and competent method of 
dealing withthem. It is quite true that there is a Beth Din, and that 
it undertakes to arbitrate upon all Civil (legally so differentiated, 
let me say in parenthesis) disputes between Jews. Dut no one who 
knows anything of that institution can for an instant suppose that 
it in any way fills the bill of the Communal Arbitration Court 
which is so needed. The Beth Din is manned by a certain number 
of Rabbis who are also, by reason of acting in the capacity of 
Judges Dayanim. But they are entirely untrained in English 
law and, I imagine, virtually incapable in regard to general legal 
matters, however learned they may be in Jewish Law. Now I know 
that Jewish Law covers every possible legal contingency. But the 
reason that Jews go to the Law Courts and do not go to the Beth 
Din is because they desire a decision according to the law of the 
land and are not content to submit their cases to Jewish legal 
practice. The Dayanim and the Chief Rabbi who, when present, 
presides at the Beth Din have no training in the sense that 
a Judge of the High Courts has a training, 
* 

Their usual conduct, so I am credibly told, of the little Court 
down in Mulberry Street, in itself rather repellent and: certainly 
unimpressive as a Court of Justice, is good evidence ‘of this 
fact. I should be sorry to say from what I hear upon what system 
of law or practice the cases that come before it are, really, conducted. 
Bot anything like dignity is in respect to them apparently a 
minus quantity. In any event the procedure is singularly free 
from that essential concomitant of Law,.namely Order. The 
cases that come before this funny tribunal are ordinarily got 
through with much shouting, with considerable hustling, witha 
constant undertone of disconcerting comment from the Bench, 
as if some of the Dayanim were bent on an extempore Targum of 
the matter before. them. Aud this is varied by continual staccato 
shouts sometimes rising to a scream, indicating nervous irritability 
on the part of at least some of these “judges.” They evidently 
think it well to live up to the name of Beth Din.“ Some of their 
decisions, too, which I have had the opportunity of reading, have 
been remarkable. The one object of them appears to have been ta 
endeavour to displease all parties. This would appear to be the 
ideal of the Beth Din of impartiality. These judges, while hearing 
the cases, or at least while the cases are being unfolded before them, 
be it noted, play the part of prosecution and defence and jury as 
well as judge. In fact, not to travel further over the manifest 


shortcomings of the Beth Din as a communal arbitration court 


and no .one can be surprised, having regard to its constitution, that 
it is what it is and as it is—it were impossible for anyone reasons 
ably to suggest that, for the purpose to which I am alluding, itis 
far worse than useless. | 

* 

Now. the time has come, I suggest, and indeed is long over 
due, when this state of affairs should be remedied. The Beth Din, 
with the Dayanim conducting it, should confine itself strictly 
to ecclesiastical matters about which the officers of that Court may 
be presumed to know something. It is a grave error to mix up 
religious questions, such as should come before a Religious“ 
Court, with the very irreligious differences upon which the Beth Din 
presumes to adjudicate. ‘There should be set up for lay purposes, 
a permanent Arbitration Court equipped with Jews and, if necessary, 
Jewesses, who either being lawyers would have been properly trained 
for the purpose, or who from other circumstances would command the 
respect of litigants as arbitrators, Of this Court there should be at 
least one permanent head, or it might be necessary to have three 
persons ‘who could at any time be called upon to constitute 
the Court. These should, then, in accordance with the cases 
that may from time to time come before them, »„ppoint for 
their assistance assessors; and the cases should be conducted 
strictly in accordance with the rules as laid down by the Legal 
authorities for Arbitration. I recollect, many years ago, talking 
over this matter with the late Lord Swaythling. He was always very 
anxious to keep Jews away from the Law Courts, as litigants; and 1 
remember bis explaining to me that it was the poor East End Jew 
who alone had to be considered in this matter. Other Jews, he 
said, do not very readily go to law, and if they do there is no feeling 
in consequence aroused against them. Well, I think if Sir Samuel 
Montagu—as he was when I then spoke to him—were here now, be 


would see fit to revise that opinion, 
— » 


He would realise that there is great and growing ill- 
feeling—ask those Jews who practise in the Courts, if you 
desire confirmation of the statement—caused by Jews who frequently 
with essentially Jewish cases bave recourse to the Law Courts, and 
who are by no means the class of Jew the late Lord Swaythling 
doubtless bad in min4, chiefly members of his Federation 
of Synagogues. These Jews who crowd into some of the County 
Courts and are not infrequently prominent in the High Courts, 
are Jews who would spurn to take their cases before such a tribunal 
as the Beth Din, whatever personal respect they might naturally 
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feel for those who would hear their causes. They would spurn to 
do so, for the same reason as they would not think of ordering the 
motor car in which they make their exodus to the North-West of 
the town, from the man who used to supply them with the barrow 
at which in “the Lane — God bless them!—they laid the founda- 
tions of their fortunes. I do not know quite what body, or for the 
matter of that who, can best be appealed to to consider this sugges- 
tion of mine. The Deputies, however, could surely do much worse 


than examine the question very closely, and under the guidance of 
their learned President, then formulate a scheme for a Communal 


Arbitration Court. Frankly, I am not greatly concerned what body 
or who does it. But [am greatly concerned tbat it shall be done, and 
that we shall not go on under the delusion that the Beth Din is other- 
wise thun of but the veriest minimum of use for decreasing Jewish 
litigation in the public courts. I make the suggestion here, fully con- 
fident that if worked out carefully and with due regard to the objects 
in view, it is one not only redolent of much advantage to the commu- 
nity, but, if adopted, would save the community much of what is 
undoubtedly the cause of great and growing trouble,

Jews in the Cabinet. 


The formation of a new Cabinet by Mr. Baldwin calls to mind 
the fact that there have been only three Jews who have entered the 
charmed circle. Sir Herbert Samuel was the first, when he was 
The others were Mr. 
Edwin Montagu, when he became Secretary of State for India, and 
Sir Rufus Isaacs (now Lord Reading) who was included in the 
Cabinet when he was Attorney General. This was a particular 
distinction which had not been attached to the office for very many 
years, though the precedent is now followed in the case of the 
present Attorney-General, Sir Douglas Hogg. | 

It would not be surprising if some readers were to think that like 
Lord Randolph Churchill, when, inconsequence of a difference with 
the then Lord Salisbury, be resigned the office which his son is filling 
in the present Ministry,confident that he was irreplaceable and would 
therefore be asked to resume on his own terms) 1 have forgotten 
Goschen among those of our race who have attained Cabinet rank. 
But although that very brilliant Finance Minister was frequently 
said to be of Jewish origin, he was not, in fact in the remotest. The 
only reason for the idea I have ever been able to find is the like- 

ness of his name to the district in Egypt where our forbear 
Jacob settled when: he migrated from Canaan; unless it was that 
Mr. Goschen spoke with a somewhat guttural accent, due perhaps 
to his German extraction, 


The Vulgarised” Version. 
There bas been the Authorised and there has been the Revised 
version of the Bible, and now we have what 1 think will become 


known as the Vulgarised English version. I refer to the 
translation just issued by the Rev, Dr. Moffatt, which, the 
publishers take care to explain, is not intended for students 


but for the man-in-the street. What that somewhat ubiquitous 
individual who has so often played Azazel to the foibles and short. 
comings of all and sundry, has done to be told that the scene in 
which the Bible story of Creation was laid was a Park and nota 
Garden, or that Noah was commanded to build for himself not 
an Ark but a barge,’—as if bidden to equip himself for a 
journey down the Kegent's Canal—I am at a loss to suggest. 

Nor can | imagine how a man like Dr. Moffatt can have allowed 
himself to call the City of David Davidsburg,” or think that such 
philological outrage upon the sacred Book would be tolerated, much 
less appreciated, by Englishmen of any class. No interpretation in any 
language, other than the original, can in my view adequately con- 
vey the precise meaning of the Hebrew with its unsurpassed richness 
of expression and the almost untranslatable implications that 
attach to particular words employed. But the majestic tones of the 
Authorised version exbibit on the whole a keen appreciation of the 
true grandeur and beauty of the Book. It sought to uplift the 

reader, however humble, by impressing him with the magnificence 
of the great message to mankind which the Bible comprises. Dr. 
‘Moffatt, on the contrary, appears to bave been anxious to demean 
the Bible to the place of—well, the man in the street—and to have 
succeeded. 

It is always dangerous to colloquialise, (if I may use the 
word), the Bible, Familiarity of language, such as Dr. Moffatt has 
aimed at is, for instance, bound to breed contempt. I recollect how, 
Bonie time ago, in one of the L.C.C. schools, a class of boys 
Were asked to write oui in their own language, as if it happened 
to-day, the story of Cain and Abel. I chanced to see one of the 
most lurid essays, and recollect the bectic mature of the Jad's 
description of the first murder. But his conclusion was certainly 
impressive. After explaining how Cain made away with the body, 
he proceeded: then the guilty man washed his hands and 
tidied himself up trying to look just as if nothing had happened, 
and be was walking away from the scene of the crime when a 


tec sprang on him all of a sudden, and gripping hold of him 
said, “What about that ‘ere brother o yourn”—just like that 
“What brother? asked Cain. Why yer brother Abel.“ Ohl my 
brother Abel?” was Cain's reply. ow should J know anything 
about ‘im? Do yer think I'm is bloomin' nuss?“ That incident 
nothing would have induced me to tell here, were it not that I think 
it an awful example of vulgarising the Bible, and one from which 
Dr. Moffatt might take warning. For, in a final analysis he and tho

A serics of se: vices, lecturos, and 
classes are being held at Holy 
Trinity, Shoreditch, where the Rev. 
P. P. Levertoff is Vicar, which aro 
probably unique in the history of 
the Church. In addition to the 
usual services, there is a celebra. 
tion of the Holy Communion every 
Saturday morning at 11.50 in 
Hebrew, with an address in 
English; on Fridays there is a 
service at & p.m., with an address 
in Hebrew, followed by a discussion 
in the Lecture Room; on Tuesdays. 
at 3.30 p.m., there are lectures of 
an expository nature upon the 
Psalms alternately with lectures on 
the New Testament in the light of 
Rabbinic Theology; and on Thurs.

indeed, if it enters at all, plays but a minor place in their 
calculations. 


They are impelled by just the spirit satirised by Thackeray, and 
which there is no need more closely to particularise, but which 
manifests itself in adesire to show themselves a cut above their 
fellow Jews, to such an extent that they greatly prefer to associate 
with non-Jews than with Jews other than themselves. Added 
to this, I feel sure, is the desire to prove themselves so broadminded 
in contradistinction to the narrowness of mind which they con- 
stantly impute to all other Jews. I think it only fair to Mr, 
Levertoff to say this; pernicious and reprehensible as his perversion

IMPORTANT PROPOSALS. 


MEETING OF CONFERENCE. 


A meeting of delegates from Metropolitan Jewish Charities originally 
convened to consider the question of co-ordination, was held on 
Wednesday, at New Court, to consider the report of the Sub-Committee 
appointed at the last meeting of the Conference, Mr. LIONEL DE 
ROTHSCHILD, O.B.E., presided. 

Committee's Report. 


The following is the text of the Committee's report. 

The Sub-Committee entrusted with the enquiry into the possibility 
of co-ordination of metropolitan assistance charities, sabmit the following 
report for the consideration of the main body. ; 

The Sub-Committee, in the first instance, drew up a questionnaire 
which was circulated to the principal assistance charities in London, and 
subsequently representatives of these institutions were interviewed on 
their replies to the questionnaire, and further information was elicited. 

As a result of these investigations, we have come to the conclusion 
that the Metropolitan Jewish Assistance Charities are suffering from: 

(1) Overlapping in relief through lack of co-ordination and co-operation, 
which causes wasteful expenditure of money. | 

(2) Lack of method and of co-operation in the collection of funds necessary 
a, the maintenance of existing charities, with the inevitable result of partial 

Hure. 
“ (3) Shortage of communal workers. 

Federation of Charities as a possible solution has received our careful 
consideration, but in our judgment it is at present not feasible. To pro- 
duce the desired result any scheme of reform which is adopted must com- 
mand the practically unanimous assent of all our principal charities, and 
we do not think that to-day public opinion in the community isripe for so 
drastic a change, which might be thought to sacrifice the advantages of 
individuality. We believe, however, that it is possible to draw up a 
scheme which, while avoiding the drawbacks that would ensue from 
interfering with the independence and individual status of each charity, 
may yet assure tothe Jewish community the re-organisation and co-ordina.- 

tion of such charities which alone will enable the difficulties of finance to 
be overcome. | 

We therefore recommend that 
Charities be formed. 

The first step necessary for the formation of this Council is to obtain 
the agreement of a number of the most important charities to the idea. 
Its constitution and composition would then have to be worked out in 

. detail and agreed upon. As a basis for discussion, however, we have 
thought it well to submit the following suggestions, which are divided for 
convenience into three parts: 

(1) Constitution and Composition. 

(2) Powers 

(3) Functions, 

We wish to make it clear that the substance of our recommendations 
is contained in the part which we have named Functions. 

(1) CONSTITUTION AND COMPOSITION.—Members of the Council should be 
chosen from among those best qualified for the work and some plan can be 

’ devised in detail at a later stage. Presumably the majority of members would 
be elected by the Charities concerned, with power to co-opt. 

(2 Powers.—The Charities would have to agtee to consult the Council in 
all matters of general interest, such as in new development and the making of 
special appeals for funds, and while reserving its independence in matters of 
internal administration, each charity would be expected to support the genera! 
policy of the Council as far as possibie. 

This statement is made vague purposely, because it is felt that in the 
beginning there may be a certain amount of nervousness and hesitation, 
and it is no part of the proposal that there should be any rigid rules 
restricting the. activities of any individual charity. It is confidently 
expected, however, that within a very short period of time such good 
relations will be established between the Council and the Executives of 
all the charities, that the latter will be only too glad to avail themselves 
of the help and advice of the Council. 

To ensure success it is essential that the Council should have its own 
expenses of administration guaranteed through a subscription for a 
minimum period of six years; and should also be assured of a minimum 
income of, say, £3,000 or £4,000 a year at its free disposal for the same 
period. We have fixed on this modest amount because, in the first place, 
we consider that there should be no undue difficulty fm arranging for the 
Council to be guaranteed such a sum; and in the second place because 
we feel that it will be sufficient to enable the Council, by making or with- 
holding grants, to exercise that influence and supervision which is re quired. 

(3). It is not necessary to do more, however, than indicate some of the 
functions which such a Council would discharge. These functions would be 
as follows: 

(a). To make recommendations for the amalgamation of charities or for 
their adoption of any changes by which overlapping can be avoided. 


From the evidence submitted it is clear that at the present moment 


there is need for amalgamation, and even, it may be, for absorption of 
some of the existing charities.

(e) To institute a central registration bureau where cases would be filed 

(dq) Toauthorise, and, if necessary, fix the order of special appeals |

Also the office | 
ot the Central Council might be used for the meeting of such charities as 
have no office or meeting place in the centre of London. It is considered 
advisable that in the beginning anyhow the Council might use the office | 
of some existing institution, | 

We have not attempted to do more than sketch functions which could 
with advantage be entrusted to such a Council, because we recommend 
that if a scheme be adopted the constitution of the Council be carefully 
drawn up by properly qualified persons, who should have in mind the 
necessity of not restricting the scope of its activities and the advantages 


to be gained by allowing for growth and development. 


To sum up, we venture to recommend that the following (resolutions 
be put to the Council: 


(1) That,.in the opinion of this Council, it is desirable to make arrangements 
for the formation of a Central Council of Jewish Charities 

(2) That a committee be appointed in order to prepare in detail a scheme for 
submission to this Council.

The CHAIRMAN said that the purpose of that meeting was merely to 
receive the report of the Committee and toclear up any doubtful points, 
so that the delegates might take it to the bedies represented for fuller 
consideration, and then, if it were approved, they could meet again to 
consider the putting into effect cf the Com mittee's recommendations. 
He pointed out that the reference in the report to three or four thousand 
pounds did not mean that the proposed Central Council would cost that 
amount to run, for it would cost very little, but that it should have at least 
that amount at its disposal for distribution. There was no question of 
adding another institution to the existing communal burdens; but it was 
hoped that such a body would be able to collect from people who did no: 
give at present, and it would enable the charities to work together and 
prevent overlapping, and ultimately, perbaps, lead up to a combined insti 
tution for the Jewish charities of London. Some charities benefited 
unduly through the personal connections of those at the head, while other 
charities.in greater peed but with no such advantages suffered. Lio 
welcomed the report as marking a beginning of the co-ordination of 
Jewish charities, _ 

Mr. ARTILUR STIEBEL, Chairman of the Sub-Committee, said that he 
had been asked at the last meeting whether anything which the Sub 
Committee did would bind the charities represented, and he had replied 
emphaticaliy in the negative. ‘The ultimate fate of the recommendations 
of the Sub-Committee must rest with the charities themselves. The first 
thing the Sub Committee had done had been to issue a qhestionnaire. 
About thirty charities sent in answers, and the Committee then saw a 
representative or representatives from each of these charities. They bad 
discovered nothing startlingly new as a result of these researches. Everyone 
knew there was great overlapping in the relief given by the community. 
Everybody knew of the chaos that existed in raising funds. Everybody 
knew, too, of the lack of voluntary workers, particularly young workers. 
But if everybody knew all these things, few who had not heard the 
evidence which the Sub Committee had heard, could know the extent to 
which the evils referred to existed. They were eating into the very 
heart of their charities. It was no good trying to tinker with this 
question. That was the clear view-of every member of the Committee 
Federation on American lines. would no doubt be one remedy, but the 
Sub-Committee thought that that was not practical politics, The only 
alternative seemed to be the scheme before them. It gave them 
a body which would not be so weak as to be ridiculous, and also one that 
would not be so strong as to be dictatorial. When they remembered that 
the charities concerned raised about £50,000 annually in donations. and 
subscriptions, and that the body they suggested would only have an 
income of £5,000 or £4,000, it was obvious that any power euch a body 
would have must depend on its wisdom and tact. It musttake a wider 
view than any one body could, and if in addition it had the qualities he 
had mentioned it should help to solve their problems. 

Mr. OTTO Sci said he thought they wanted a strong Council In 
There were many people who 
did not give to charities because they did not know where to give, and it 
would be a great boon to them to have a body that would distribute 
their gifts where they were most needed. He specially emphasised the 
necessity of co-ordination in appeals. 

Kep!ying to Mr. Gustave Tuck, the CHAIRMAN said that the Council 
would make recommendations and distributions like King Edward's 
Hospital Fund. He did not anticipate that the institutions would be 
required to make up the administrative expenditure. 

In reply to Mr. A. L. London, the CHAIRMAN said that the Council 
would be able to direct prospective communal workers to the most 
suitable field. 


Dr. GOODMAN. LEVY asked whether the Council would be strictly 
representative. 

Mr. A. DE ROTHSCHILD said that all the charities could not be repre. 
sented as that would make the Council too large. Certain charities would 
have to be grouped for the purpose of electing a representative. | 

Further discussion ensued on the details of the scheme, which was 
strongly supported by, among others, Mr. Frank Goldsmith and Mrs. 
Eichholz. The latter thought the Council could effect great savings in 
the residential institutions. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN pointed out that King Edward's Hospital Fund, 
except on one special occasion, had issued no public appeals. He asked 
whether the charities represented would be free to make suggestions on 
details of the report. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they would be welcomed. A further meeting 
would be held in January. 
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The World Hope of Peace. 


HOW IT CAN BECOME A REALITY. 


During the past week much has been written and spoken of Peace, 
of the need for a universal brotherhood, of the uselessness of war as a 
means of settling disputes, and of the necessity for awakening the mind 
of humanity to a consciousness of its essential unity in aims and ideals. 
But most of it, though undoubtedly inspiring, has been confined to 
generalities and pious expressions of hope for a new spirit, withoat any 
definite plan as to how that spirit is to be attained. 

The crying need of humanity to-day is not that it shall be told it needs 
peace. Very well it knows that it needs peace after the grim horror that 
was called the Great War. It needs to be told how it shall find that peace, 
and how the spirit of brotherhood can be infused into men’s hearts. 

“ Revolution” is an ugly word, but it means “a turning over,” and 
that is what must come to pass if the world is to have peace: a turning 
over from thoughts of conquest and gain and profit at others’ expense, 
from the old systems of secret diplomacy and games of chess in which 
human tlesh and blood provide the pieces, and human screens are erected, 
behind which shelter the war lords, and the profiteers, and the ghouls to 
whom war is reckoned, not in broken hearts and maimed limbs, but in 
money and luxury and idle extravagances. If the peoples refused to be 
bartered as so much cattle, as fodder to appease the appetites of Ambition 
and Greed and Tyranny, war could not be, for a nation’s voice is the voice 
of its people, and no people wants to kill in cold blood millions of men 
whom it has never seen. Unfortunately, the so-called representatives of 
the people thatincite it to warfare and stand firm for its ‘‘Honour” are 
all too often the cracked and discordant gramophone records that-merely 
parody its real soul. 

The tool that is crying out to be used in teaching humanity its 
supreme moral duty to work and strive for peace is Education, and, 
above ail, the education of the child. From the cradle onwards, 
the whole system is at fault. The child in the uursery is 
given guns and pistols to play with, picture bocks extolling the 
arts of warfare, and telling in fascinating guise of battles and 
sea-pirates, of teats of heroism in killing human beings, and reckless 
Caring that inflame its imagination, and poison its mind with ideas of 
emulation. But itis when the child’s school days arrive that the chief 
mischief is worked. The obsolete method of teaching history that still 
obtains in most of our schools, is the principal breeding ground for wars. 
“My country first, and the rest merely foils for conquests and domina- 
tion,” is the unexpressed spirit that animates national history. And very 
few histories are real stories of the nation's life. The sordid intrigues of 
kings and ministers, Interspersed, or rather, dominated by wars, are still 
eerved up to youth as history, while the great movements that have 


' gwayed humanity, the every-day life of the people, their struggles and 


achievements are mentioned, if at all, as the background for the glittering 
mockery of palaces and courts. The national anthem in all countries is 
sung, not in a spirit of thankfulness and humble pride in that nation’s 
attributes, but as an appeal to false patriotiem— that aggressive Jingoism 
which destroys the real meaning of the noble and beautiful sentiment— 
Jove of country. 

There are very few leaders of thought brave enough to teach that all 
bumanity is equal in the sight of God, that love and pride in one's 


country must not imply hatred of others, in the same way that love of 


ene 8 family does not signify dislike of one’s neighbours. The sacredness 
of human life in the mass is a law that even the great religions of the 
world have failed to impress effectively on people's minds. lJnadividual 
morality has found its strongest bulwark in religion, but against the 
‘collective wropvg-doing of humanity, or rather the poison and evil-workingof 
the master-minds that have led and driven humanity to the shambles, 
reiigion bas been impotent or unwilling to act. 

The two greatest influences in the world, religion and education, have 
conspired, the one by its passive apathy, the other by its active propa- 
ganda, to keep mankind in bondage to a savage and horrible tradition, the 
necessity and inevitable nature of war as a means of adjusting inter- 
uational differences. It is now for these two great forces to combine to 
educate men and women, from their birth, in a true knowledge of the 


nature of man, and a nobler conception of bis obligations to his brothers, 


who, though they may be widely different in speech and manners, are 
gropinpg blindly towards the same goal as he, with the same Heaven above 
and the same ideals and aspirations here below. R. M8.

A CONFERENCE WITH THE WAR MEMORIAD, 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Wednesday a6 
the College. There were present: 


Sir ADOLPH Tuck, Bart., in the chair, the Chief Rabbi, Dayan A. Feldman 
and Davan li M Lazarus, the Revs. M. Adler, D. S O., and J. F. Stern, Dr G. 
Duschinsky. Dr. J. Snowman, Messrs. 8. Japhet, A. Kahn, L Landau, E. D. 
Lowy, 8. Moses, and H. Oppenheimer, 6 


It was resolved that the sum of £750 received from the surplus fund 
of the Shechi‘a Board be utilised for the bursary fund. 

Three students were admitted to the College. One, it was reported, 
was exceptionally promising. 

The Council approved the disposal of the surplus income from scholar- 
ships which enabled existing scholarsbips to be enlarged or new scholar- 
ships created. The award of certain scholarships and bursaries was 
approved. 

A confidential discussion was held in regard to an invitation from the 
Jewish War Memorial to appoint three delegates to confer with the 
delegates of the Memorial (Mr. 5. H. Emanuel, K. C., Dr. Eichholz, and 
the Rev. J. F. Stern) on outstanding questions between the two bodies. 

It was resolved to appoint the Chief Rabbi, Sir Adolph Tuck, and 
Mr. A. Kahn, but to inform the War Memorial that the Council did not 
necessarily accept the terms of reference suggested by the Memorial as 
the basis of discursion.

CCLXIV.— Wine. 


My Dran Cousin, 

I have often remarked on the frequency with which wine occurs in 
the Bible. Among the earliest of its stories is that of Noah and bis vine- 
yard, and the evil consequences of drinking too much wine. Atthe great 
feasts commemorated in Holy Writ, as, for instance, the feast of 
Ahasuerus or that of Belebazzar, wine flowed in abundance; and when- 
ever a story is told of eating, you may be sure that wine will also be 
mentioned. Even Jacob, in his assumed 16le of Esau, when be cffered 
venison to bis blind father, likewise “ brorght him wine, and he drank.” 

Since Palestine is a wine-producing country it is only natural that in 


the literature of the ancient Jews wine should be looked upon as an 


ordinary consumptible. It was a special gift of God, as tho writer of 
Psalm 104 declared, to gladden the heart of man. That appears to have 
been the popular conception. “Give wine to those that be of heavy 


heart, the Book of Proverbs ccunsels, and Koheleth, who must have 


known about such matters, declares deliberately that “ wine maketh 
merry.” Later teachers also spoke in this strain, The Talmud holds that 
the principal object for which wine was mace was to comfort mourners 
Se xox Nn: ND). Wine rids the soul of fear 
while ho who when drinking wine allows his beart to melt within bim 

But though they drank and valued wine, Jows were not as a rule 
given to drunkenness. They were alive to the evils of excess. lethat 
loveth wine and oil shall not be rich.” Be not among the winebibbers, 
the same teacher urges; and hisreasons are only too convincing: “who 
hath woe? who hath contention? They that tarry long at the wine.” A 
Midrasbic legend clearly expresses the Jewish view of wine. When Noah 
planted his vineyard, Satan came to suggest a partnership, and Noah 
agreed. To seal the contract Satan brought for slaughter a lamb, a lion, 
a swine, and an ape. After the carcase cf each had been sprinkled by the 
blood of the grape, Satan addressed Noah in these terms: “Observe the 
power of wine. Before a man drinks be is as innocent as a lamb: 
moderate enjoyment makes him bold as a lion excess turns him into a 
Swine, and ultimately be behaves like a monkey.” 3 ö 

Since wine was so precious a product of the Palestinian soil, wine 
libations were ordained at many sacrificial rites. ‘Possibly the part 
played by wine ( n in later ceremonial, both Jewish and Christian, 
may be traced to this fact. Many Jews would regard a wine-less Kiddush 
or Habdailah as incomplete, despite the legal provision for wine substitutes 
in those cases where wine cannot be procured. So strong is the position 
of ritual wine, required at many ceremonies besides the welcoming and 
leave-taking of the Sabbath—at marriages, at the Seder, at circumcisions, 
-—that in countries which have adopted Prohibition, the Legislature has 
expressly excepted wine needed for Jewish ritual purposes from the 
scope of the Law. In the United States, for example, Jews are allowed 
The Jewish ritual use of wine has 
also been taken over by the Christian Church in the ceremony of com. 
munion. In this sacrament the wine becomes synibolical of the blocd of 
Jesus; and many and mighty have been the conflicts and persecutions in 
the Church due to differences of opinion as to the meaning cf this ritual 
wine! Some believe that when the wine enters into the body of the 
person taking part in the ceremony, it actualy turns into the blood of 
Jesus; others with minds of a more critical texture, see no more than a 
symbol in the proceeding. 


The Jew was never forbidden the enjoyment of wine. ihe story of 
the Rechabites was intended to convey a special object lesson and to 
stress the importance of filial obedience. In the case of the Nazirite, 
it was part of his separation toabstain from wine. Now, the law provided 
that when the days of his separation were fulfilled,” he was to bring a 
sacrifice. The Rabbis explained the need of sacrifice by saying that asthe 
Nazirite had by reason of his vow scorned one of God's biessings—wince, 
he should in this way show his contrition. Not only was wiue allowed, 
but it seems to have enjoyed a peculiar position. After ordinary meals 
the usual, somewhat lengthy, grace was prescribed ; after fruit, a brief 
grace was usual, but after wine, Jews recite a grace which possesses the 
quality of being a sort of summary of the long grace. Probably the S+rijer 
evening is the only occasion on which the wine grace is recited nowa.- 


days, though the votaries of Omar might wish that this grace were a 
dally practice. 


The only restriction on the consumption of wine to which the Jew 
was subject was that he was to abstain from such wine as was used in 
heathen sacrifices (753 7"). The Rabbinic teachers of the first two 


— — — — 
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centuries, realising the social effects of wine drinking, put a ban on the 


wine of heathens. They feared lest Jews taking a social glass with idol 
worshippers might easily fall into the temptation of pouring out a 
libation to the idol. “Libation Wine” continued to be a category by 
itself long after heathen wership had disappeared from Europe. It was 
part of the Ghetto segregation, and with the fall of the Ghetto walls 
“Libation Wine” disappeared into the limbo of those phenemena which 
bave been long since forgotten. Yet not entirely. Jews may still be 
found who cling to the ancient prescription merely because it is ancient; 
these will not touch wine except such as is of Jewish planting and 
handling. Most of this now comes from Palestine, and Palestine wine is 
popular among Jews not merely for sentimental reasons—because itis a 
product of the Holy Land; or for practical reasons—becauso it ts of good 
quality; but also for religious reasons because it is not J ™, or 
„Libation Wine.” Ia some ultra-conservative Jewish circles it is even 
now maintained that a case may be made out for retaining the 
ordinance against “Libation Wine.“ If the Jew drinks heavily with 
the Gentile he will lose his ideals, etpecially his moderation. Jews 
drinking with Jews seldom drink to excess. What was once & social 
taboo, instituted in the interests of religion, some Jews desire to transform 
into one in the interests of social well-being. The only question that 
arises is: Is it necessary? Jews have always been moderate drinkers; and 
drunkenness from wine was a rare failing among them. Wine was com. 


mended for its cheering qualities; it was praised as possessing beneficial 


medicinal powers, especially for old people. Down to this very day the 
Jew regards wine as one of the good things of life; r he calls as ho 
tastes it. If a thing is good for life, it stands to reason that it must bo 
consumedin moderation. A thonsaud poets in a hundred generations have 
sung the virtues of wine; the Jew shows his appreciation of its excellénces 
by not drinking too much.

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Confirmation for Girls. 
— — 
From the Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, B. A. 
To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sin — read with great interest the letter from Mrs. Eichholz which 
appeared in the issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of last Friday. As one 
of the first Ministers who took up and carried into fruition the suggestion 
to hold Consecration Services for Girls, | may be allowed to testify to the 
spiritual value of such services and to the lasting impression left upon 
the girls consecrated. 

As far back as May, 1923, I inaugurated at my synagogue a class 
for the consecration of girls, and after an intensive course of preparation 
six girls passed the Chief Rabbi's examination, and on the Istof June of 
this year they were consecrated. 

‘The importance of the Consecration Ceremony cannot, in my opinion, 
be sufficiently stressed. It is a force which must doimmense good. In 
the first place the ceremony gives our girls an additional interest in 
Judaism aud makes them feel that they are an integral element in the 
economy of Judaism. The ceremony must help to roll away the bitter 
reproach so often levelled against Judaism that it holds woman in 
low esteem, 


Secondly, the ceremony imbues our girls with a greater love for 
the synagogue and its services. I have constantly urged on my pupils 
the importance of synagogue attendance on the Sabbath as part of their 
preparation for the Consecration ceremony. What at first is demanded 
as a duty must before long become a religious joy. Thus, only the other 
day, one of the girls consecrated said to me that she could not understand 
how those Jews could find joy in the Sabbath who did not attend the 
synagogue on that day, Thirdly, the scheme of studies, as drawn up by 
the Chief Rabbi, is so wide that it affords every teacher an opportunity 
to impart, witbin ite limits, to bis pupils a broad conception of Judaism, 
and an intelligent understanding of Jewish history. Such knowledge 
must make the girls prouder of their people, and render them happier in 
their Jucaism. 

I am ofthe opinion that not only is the Consecration Ceremony a 
step forward in the right direction, but it is also a piece of constructive 
Judaism for which the community ought to be deeply thankful to tho 
Chief Rabbi,

DR. JARRETT'S FOUNDATION SCHOLARSHIP. 


3 An examination will be held early in March, at St. Catherine's 
College, Cambridge, for the purpose of electing a Scholar on Dr. Jarrett’s 
Foundation. The successful candidate will, unless already exempted, be 
required to pass all parts of the previous examination inJune, 1925, and 

to come into residence in the following Michae!mas term. The main 


subject, on which the Scholarship will be awarded, will be Hebrew. 


Optional papers will, however, be set as follows: (1) Arabic grammar 
and easy translation from Arabic; (2) Syriac grammar and easy transia- 
tion from Syriac; (3) the use of the Septuagint for the elacidation of tho 
Hebrew Bible. Candidates need not offer any optional subjects, sirce 
the award of the Scholarship will, primarily, depend on the marks 
obtained in the main subject, wherein the following papers will be set: 
Hebrew—Grammar, Unseen, Composition, and pointing. 

All candidates must satisfy the Examiners as to their competence 
(1) to write an English essay; and (2) to translate from one ancient and 
one modern language. (Greek, Latin, French, German or Spanish). The 
value of the Scholarship is £50 per annum. It is tenable for three years, 
subject to satisfactory progress being made, and may be continucd or 
increased according to the progress made by the Scholar, who will be 
required to read for Part I. of the Oriental Languages Tripos, after which 
pnother Tripos may be selected.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE." 
Mr. FRANK G. JANNAWAY. 


Un readers must on several occasions have noted 
that very great sympathy displayed towards Judaism 
and Palestine and the Jews generally by a Christian 
sect known as the Christadelphians. Mr. William 

Grant, of Edinburgh, the editor of Giap Tripinas, has on 
many occasions appeared on Zionist. platforms, and the 
readers of his journal have subscribed considerable sums to 
the ‘Zionist cause. Another Christadelphian who has given 
very practical support to Zionism is Mr. Frank G. Jannaway 
(co-editor of the BEREAN CHRISTADELPHIAN), who has made several 
visits to Palestine, and is the author of three books, Palestine and 
the Jews.” Palestine and the Powers,” and Palestine and the 
World,” in which the Jewish colonies are described. To a 
representative of THe JewisH CaronicLe Mr. Jannaway has, in an 
interview, indicated the reasons which induce the Christadelphians 


to take so keen an interest in the restoration of Palestine, 
Bible Prophecies 

“ The.Christadelphians,” said Mr. Jannaway, “believe in the Bible 
and its prophecies. We are all keen students of the Bible and have no 
paid ministry. We bolieve that the inspired messages therein contained 
all point in no unmistakeable terms to the restoration of the Jews to their 
ancient homeland, and we hold that that restoration is an essential 
element in the fulfilment of the wider hopes contained in the holy book. 
Much of the error of modern theology is due toa misreading of the Bible, 
or to the adoption of pagan ideas that are not in the Bible at all. Thus 
the idea of a triune God is nowhere outlined and is, indeed, expressly 
repudiated by the founder of Christianity, 


History in the Making. 


“Our faith in the Bible ts based on the remarkable fulfilment of | 


prophecy in the pages of history. One of the early Christadeiphians, Dr. 
John Thomas, a medical mau who came in touch with the Campbellites 
in America, and was led to.a close study of the scriptures, wrote a 
remarkable book, ontitied ‘ Elpis Israel, seventy-five years ago, in which 
he predicted, solely on the basis of biblicaldata, that there would be a 
remarkable colonisation of Palestine by Jews, and that Engiand would 
acquire a protectorate over Palestine, and take the Jews under ber wing, 
and he was almost able to give the date of that happening. The finger 
of God, he wrote, has indicated a course to be pursued by Britain, which 
cannot be evaded and which her Counsellors will not only be willing, but 
eager, to adopt when the crisis comes upon them.’. He also, in the same 
book, unhesitatingly asserted: that Great Britain would obtain a control 
of Egypt. When Dr. Thomas made these bold forecasts there was not 
the slightest siga of their coming to pass. Eipis Israel it is that provoked 
my ardent love for the Land and the People.

History Made. 


“The Bible prophecies can be applied to most of tho great past 
events of history. I have been particularly interested in another aspect 
of Bible study—the confirmation of the Bible from the ancient monuments 
and archmology. Ia my little book, Round the British Museum with 
Bible in Hand,” I have tried to show how some ot the treasures in our 
great collection illustrate the Bible, and in many cases confirm in an 
almost uncanny way the verbal text. Unfortunately, the arrangement 
of the collection does not facilitate examination by the casual visitor 
interested in the Bible, and a guide is really a necessity. It would be a 
good thing if the Museum authorities appointed special guides to show 
its exhibits that had a direct leaning on the Bible, | 


Visits to Palestine. 


“T have been to Palestine five times,“ said Mr. Janna way, my firat 
visit having been made in 1901, and my lastin 1922. I have seen very 
romarkable progress in the Jewish settlements, most of which I made a 
point of visiting. On my fret trip Tel Aviv did not exist, and I remember 
seeing a sandy waste and a dead camel where that wonderful 
Jewish township now stands. Tel Aviv is really an inspiration. 4 
unfortunately, do not know Hebrew, but I got on quite well with 
the Jewish colonists, and I shall never forget my reception by a 
stalwart party cf Chalutzim who were working on a lonely road and 
living in tents. I came upon them when I was motoring through the 
country, and I stopped and showed them my letter of introduction, 
which was written in Hebrew. They cheered me and threw their caps 
inthe air. I received much hospitality and many kindnesses from the 
Jewish setticrs, and made many Jewish friends, both in Palestine and 
en route. One of my most interesting reiconires was with Mr. Herbert 
Loewe, whom I met in the smoking room of a little steamer we had both 
embarked on at Jaffa. We had a long chat on Biblical subjects, spent 
much time together in Jaffa, and I think we each learnt from the other. 
I should like to say, before wo conclude this chat, that our aim ts not 
to prosclytise. Our meetings are open to all. I do not think much of

He who teaches a child may be compared to one who writes on 
new paper, whereas he who teaches an elderly person is like one 
who writes on paper that has already been defaced and will not 
long retain the impression made on it. Athies of the Fathers, 

In another part of the Ethics the rule is laid down that when a child 
reaches the age of five years, he should be introduced to the study of 
Scripture, But the child was supposed to have begun his Hebrew 
studies much earlier, for the Talmud prescribes that as soon as a child 
can speak his father shall teach him to repeat familiar passages from 
the Bible and Prayer Book. Maxims cf this kind suggest what 
the ideal of duty is that Judaism has always set before parents. 
It is an educational ideal. The religious instruction of children 
is to begin at the carliest possible age. The key that unlocks 
the temple of Jewish studies is a knowledge of the Hobrew language. 
But there is growing up among modern Jews a tendency to lose sight of 
this educational ideal, the cultivation of which has been for so many 
centuries our distinguishing glory. The neglect of the study of Hebrew 
among Jews is threatening the very existence of historical and tradi- 
tional Judaism. This refers chicfly to the middle and upper classes of 


the community. Among the poor Hebrew instruction is well cared tor. 


It is provided in our denominational schools and our various religious 
classes. The better-off section of the community are paying for the 
Hebrew instruction of the children of the poor "325 whilo 
neglecting to provide similar educational facilities for their own children. 


‘In this respect, certainly, the upper classes are curiously altraistic. 


Some boys nowadays attend public schools in the country where they 
are taught Hebrew by the Jewieh teacher who undertakes their religious 
instruction. But that only acccunts for a small proportion. A larger 
number attend public schools where no such provision is made. Tho 
same remark applies to girls. More or less plausible reasons are urged in 
extenuation of this neglect. The children are said to have so many 
lessons to learn, and so many extras to acquire, that there is no time to fit 
in Hebrew as well, And in vacationg parents are unwilling that their 
children shall take up so seemingly dry a subject as Hebrew. If, how 


over, parents were carnest in the matter, if they looked upon Hebrew as — 


beipg as much a part of their children’s education as French or German, 
Latin or Greek, they would manage to find room for it without overttting 
their children's brains. In our denominational schools, Hebrew is taught 
in addition to all other tubjects, bat evidently not at the expense of their 
efficiency in other subjects; they earn quite as high a merit grant as ollior 
schools, it has been observed that in all countries where theinbalitants 
aré bi-lingual, they are brighter and mors inteligent than in countries which 
have only one language. Hebrew may not be as perfect an instrument 
of education as Greek, but a language in which aro embodied the lofticat 
and most original utterances on the greatest of all themes, a language 
through whose medium a long succession of poets and prophets and 
thinkers have expressed those burning thoughts about God and goodness 
that have kindled the moral enthusiasms cf all civilised mankind—such a 
language cannot be an inferior instrument of education. : 


Parents who neglect to have their children taught Hebrew have 4 
groat deal to answer for. They are depriving them of that interest and 
pleasure in the service that a knowledge of the tongue in which it is 
rendered would afford. Practically they are making it impossible for 
their children to grow up followers of ceremonial Judaism. The 
ritual consideration being so important, other reasons almost shrink into 
insignificance. Yet there is one all important reason outside that of the 
ritual. A knowledge of the sacred larguage is essential to a right 
underatanding of the Ecriptures and a correct appreciation of tho 
dogmatic points cf difference between Jews and Christians. 
True, one can study Holy Writ in translations: but at best 
a dependence upon versions which have largely been made 
in the interests of Christianity rather than of Judaism, and of a work 
the text of which in part has come down to us in an uncertain form, must 
be unsatisfactory. The student has always to lean on others, as to the 
accuracy of whose scholarship he can never quite assure himself. 
Therefore, if the Jew is to know his Bible well-and considering that we 
are the people of the Book, such knowledge is indispensable—he ought to 
be able to read it in the original. Our Bible is the Hebrew Bible. The 
Authorised Version of King James, however sonorous it may be, however 
full of the archaic beauty of the Elizabethan tongue, is not the Bible of 
the Jews. Yet itis the only Bible that so many Jews kuow.

The report submitted to the annual meeting of the Alliance Israclite 
Tiniverselle, Which was held in Paris at the end of last month, has just 
been made public in PAIX BT Droit, the official organ of the Alliance. 
The report which deals chiefly with the position of the Jows in Rumania, 
Hungary, and Poland, says: 

The grave problems which have occupied us since the end of the war 
- have continued to claim our attention in the course of the year 1923.24. 
In the political fleld the struggle for the total emancipation of our co- 
roligionists in Eastern Europe had to be pursued; in the feld of philan- 
thropy the efforts of the lange had to be.exercise’d mainly on behalt of 
our co-religionists in Russia. 


Rumania. 


The Article in the Treaty of St. Germain relating to the Jowish 


minorities does not lend itself to any ambiguity. After prolonged 
hositation the Government, in the Constitution of 1923, conferred on the 
Jows all civil and political rights appertaining to all other citizens. It 
seemed as if the question was settled satisfactorily, not only in Old 
Rumanla, but also in Transylvania, Bukovina, and Bessarabia. By the 


law of February, 1924, the Rumanian Parliament made citizensbip in the 


new territories conditional on domiciic in the locality in 1918. A great 
number of Jews were compolled to leave their homes in 1916.18, and aro 
unable to produce the necessary documents of their domicile in the 
locality. This law strikes at tens of thousands of Jews. It re-establishes 
the class of Rumanian subjects who are not citizens, the class which the 
Treaty of St. Germain was concerned to abolish. The Ministers turned a 
deaf ear to the intervention made against this law, disputing the facts 
and figures produced. It became necessary to have recourse to the only 
way leftopen under the Treaties for oppressed minorities the League of 
Nations. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf took up this problem with the Rumanian represen- 
tatives at the Assembly of the League of Nations. Fearing that a public 
motion would be brought before the Assembly, the Rumanian representa- 
tives promised Mr. Wolf, who acted also for the Joint Foreign Committee 
and the Ica, that a Commission would be immediately set up by the 
Government to examine the case of these tens of thousands of Jews who 
are in danger of being rendered persons without a country. 

In Parliament and their public speeches outside Parilament, the 
Rumanian Ministers denounce anti-Semitic violence. but they do nothing 
to prevent it, It is dificult to accept the view that the excesses com- 
mitted by the Christian students against their Jewish colleagues and 
against the Jewish population generally, would be possible, were it not 
for the passivity of the authorities. A way is found of dealing promptly 
enough with any movement endangering the party holding power in 

Rumania. But to permit antagonism against the Jews and certain other 
groups of citizens has long been the secret of Rumanian politics. Mr. 
Bratiano's Government simply carries on this tradition. If the Commis. 
sion appointed to examine the situation of the Acima/los does not solve 
this problem, there will be no other way but to bring the question before 
the League of Nations. | 


Hungary. 

The flagrant violation of the Minorities Treaty involved in the ny merus 
c'ausus law was brought before the League of Nations by the Alliance 
and the Joint Foreign Committee. The Hungarian Government replied 
in a memorandum in which it attempted to show that this law, far from 
excluding Jewish students from the universities admits them in greater 
proportion than the Jewish population of Hungary warrants. This is 
arrived at by counting as Jews ali students who are descended from Jews 
of the third generation. The League of Nations, which could not suspect 
this manceuvre, could only bow before the statistics produced. But our 
associations knowing the facts cannot accept this solution. Mr. Lucien 
Wolf did not fail to challenge these figures, and he suggested to Count 
Apponyi, the Hungarian representative at Geneva, that the question 
should be submitted to the Permanent Court of International Justice at 
The Hague. If Hungary dees not take the initiative, our Associations 
reserve the right to take it, ia view of the repercussions which the law 
has caused in Rumania aud Poland, and the congestion which the exodus 
ofthe Jewish youth from Hungary has created in the Universities of 
rrance, Italy, and Belgium in particular. 


Poland. 


No important change has taken place in the attitude of the Govern. 
mont in regard to the Jewish minorities. Tho Tsarist legislation against 
the Jews has not been formaily repealed. Numerous difficulties are 
raised against tens of \housands of Jews in regard to their recognition as 
citizens. The Jewish schools, in spite of the stipulations of the Minorities 
Treaty, receive no official subsidy. The admission of Jewish students to 
the Universities is hindered. Poland is trying by all means to evade the 
obligations imposed by the Treaties concerning the civil and political 
equality of the Jews. The position of the Jews is eggravated by the 
dissensions among themselves—!olhisis, Zionists, Agudiste, Assimila- 
tiontists, instead of presenting a united front, are divided among them- 
selves, and the Jewish deputies and senators in their hostile groups 
mutually paralyse themselves. In this lies the cause of their powerless- 
Hess to obtain in Parliament respect for the rights which the Treaties 
Lave given to the Jewish population. 


Proselytism in Australia. 
Discussion at Sydney and Melbourne. 

Great interest is beirg taken throughout Australian Jewry on tho 
(Uestion of the admission into the Jewish commupity of proselytes, and 
u deute movement against the receiving of proselytes bas been started. 
Although there secms to be considerable doubt as to tbe extent to which 
Proselytism prevails, it is felt in way quarters that some check to the 


practice ia necessary for the sheer self- preservation of JuZaicra and Jewry. 

The matter was considered at the annual meeting of the Great Syna- 
Rogue at Sydney, Now South Wales, when Mr. 8S. 8. Cohen, the President, 
said that although the matter must be kept under control there was 
nothing of so alarming a nature as nad been suggested. Mr. Cohen went 
on to say that alarming rumcars were afloat as to the number of 
receptions in recent years. They in Sydney had been very careful, 
and the number admitted had recently declined. More than half of those 
admitted daring the past five years had been children of a Jewish parent 
who had followed no religion but Judaism. Only nine provelytes in tho 
five years had been single Gentiles without Jewish biood and of marriage. 
able age. One of these was the adopted child of an observant Jewish 
family. Ot the remaining eight Gentiles no less than six were men for 
whom there was an ordeal to test their sincerity, so that instead of 
swamping the community by admitting non-Jewish girls to. marry 
Jewish boys, as was being alleged, there had been only two such women 
admitted during the last five years, Those facts, he felt sure, would go 
far to reassure the community that the problem was being kept within 
due bounds. 

Rabbi Francis Cohen, Minister of the Synagogue, said that he had 
discussed tho subject with the Chief Rabbi during the latter's Dominion 


tour, and Dr. Hertz “had given instructions that it was the established 


rule of traditional Judaism that the df Pix in certain cases may, and 
in certain other cases should, receive an applicant as a Proselyte.” Labbi 
Cohen therefore said that the motion introduced that the congrégation 


' should no longer sanction the making of proselytes, as it Was against tho 


interests of the community to encourage exter-marriage, was ultra vires. 
The Chief Rabbi had advised the formation of a special Proselyte Board 
for New South Wales. 


The President formally ruled the motion out of order, but allowed 


a discussion upon it on the understanding that no voto should bo 
taken. Mr. Balkind, who had introduced the motion, said that out of 
forty marriages in Sydney in the past twelve months, ten had been cxter- 
marriages, “a terrible percentage.” 


At the annual meeting of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, Mr. 
H. A. Brandt moved that all laws and regulations appertaining to the 
making of proselytes be rescinded, and that no paid, salaried or honorary 
officer or officers of the congregation be permitted to take part in the 
making of proselytes. Me Mendez said that as Chairman of the 
Proselyte Board he had been subjected to a great deal of criticiam. “I 
tell you there is not a member of the Executive or the Beth lun, he said; 
“who is in sympathy with the making of proselytes, but it is the ruling of 
the Chief Rabbi. The motion was negatived.

President Coolidge and the jews.

Success of New York Charities “ Drive.“ 
[From our Correspondent. NEW YORK. 

President Coolidge, in his address by radio on the occasion of tho 
dinner of the Federation of Jewish Charities on October 26th, said: “ The 
Jewish people have always and everywhere been particularly devoted to 
the ideal of taking care of their oon. This Federation is one of the 
ments to their independence and self-reliance. They have sought to 
protect and preserve that wonderful inheritance of tradition, culture, and 
religion which has placed the world under so many obligations to 
them. In their cfforts to serve their own highest ideals they 
will always be helpfal to the wider community, of which they 
are a part. In the work of this Federation they are rendering 


a service not only to Jews, but to the entire community. They 


are also setting up an example of successful, practical, helpful business 
administration. It may well bean inspiration to every charitabie agency 
in the land. I want you to know that I feel that you are making good 
citizens, that you are strengthening the Government, that you are 
demonstrating the supremacy of the spiritual life and helping to establish 
the Kingdom of God on earth.” 

Among the speakers at the dinner were Messrs. Mortimer Schiff and 
Felix Warburg. According to the announcement made, over 500,000 
dollars were raised on the first evening of the Charities“ Drive.” Among 
the largest contributors were Mr. F. Brown, who gave 50,000 dollars, and 
Mr. F. Warburg, who donated 25,000 dollars and promised to raise another 
25,000 dollars. 

The latest activity of the Ku-Klux-Klan is its announcc ment of a 
campaign for the commercial boycotting of Jews and Catholics on a 
nation-wide scale. 


Jewish Colonisation in Mexico.

President Calles Renews his Offer. 


Io a second statement issued to the J. T. A., General Calles, Prosident 
of Mexico, bas renewed bis invitation to Jowish emigrants to settle in the 
country. He writes: 

I wish to confirm the statement in which I extended a friendly invitation 
for immigration into Mexicoof Jews who are prepared to join With the Mexican 
nation in the upbuilding of the national industries of Lhe country, as law-abiding 
citizens. lam gratified to hear that Jewish Organisations are concerning then 
selves with the project of assisting their unfortunete co-religionists abroad de 


establish themselves in Mexico aud thereby provide an excellent addition to. 


the industry and thriftiness of the Mexican Kepublic. The Government of 
Mexico, in so far as its good offices are needed, will help these people to adapt 
themselves and prosper as citizens of Mexico. 


While in New York, President Calles received Chief Rabbi Kook, and 
Rabbis Shapiro (Kovno), and Epstein (Slobodka), who were introduced by 
Rabbis Margoliuth and Rosenberg and Dr. Nathan Krass. The Rabbis 
thanked the President for his offer to Jews, and Chief Rabbi Kook 
ceremoniousily blessed him. General Calles assured his visitors of 
Mexico's friendship for the Jews, and promised that vo discrimination 
should be made between Jew ard Gentile,

The Question of the Russian Refugees.

Mr. Lucien Wolf's Report to the Ica. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf bas sent to the Jewish Colonisation Association a long 
report on the deliberations of the Advisory Committee of the High 
Commission for Refugees, as well as of other Committees which met at 
the beginning of September last at Geneva, in connection with the fifth 
session of the assembly of the League of Nations. Mr. Wolf, before 
proceeding to Geneva, conferred with the Directors of the Ica, and 
received instructions with regard to the policy to be pursued at the

Federation of Ukrainian Jews.

Report of Activities. 0 
The Executive Committee of the London Federation of Ukrainian 
Jews bas issued a report of its activities for the period 9th July to 30th 
October. Tbe great public meeting which was held at the Pavilion 
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Theatre, on July 27th, and was addressed, among others, by the Chict 


Rabbi, is first recalled. The Committee has issued books and certificates 
for the enrolment of annual members, which have been distributed to all 
members of the Council. Considerable use bas been made of the film, 
acquired some time ago from the Jewish Historical Archives Society in 
Berlin, illustrating pogrom scenes in the Ukraine. Copies of the film are 
to be shown all over the country. Thescheme for visiting the provinces 
and re-organising the work there bas been carried into effect. A number 
of public meetings have also been held in the provinces. A New Year 
Appeal was circulated to 15,835 individuals all over the country, as we)! 


as 5,373, which were sent in bulk to the Secretaries of congregations 
ot towns where the Committee had no register of Jewish inhabitants. <A 


special letter of appeal was also sent to all ministers of congregations aud 
hon. officers of synagogues, while a cable, giving the gist of the appea!, 
was sent to Perth, Sydney, Melbourne, Auckland, Wellington, Salisbury, 
Calgary, Cairo, and Alexandria. 

Amounts received have totalled £2,749, including £1,368 collected 


trom individuals. Many towns have forwarded only the first instalments 


of their collections, and have promised to forward the balances as soon 
as the monies are to hand. There are still 170 congregations that have 
not responded to the appeal, but reports indicate that a large number 
these are organising collections. It is noteworthy that the total receive) 
last vear from London and the provinces was only £2,518. 

Ten thousand appeals are to be issued to non-Jews during this month, 
The Committee’s winter programme of propaganda will also include a 
request to the Union of Jewish Women to organise a bazaar and cam pai: n 
for lady members, the convening of a meeting of the Masters of the 
Grand Lodges of Jewish Orders, a special meeting of the members of tho 
Russian Colony in London, and the calling of a conference of repre. 
sentatives of societies in the East End, for the purpose of forming ag 
committee there. 

EAST END CONFERENCE. 
A Conference (referred to above) of representatives of Synage: is, 


Friendly Societies, and social workers in the East End, with the obiect | 


of forming a local Committee to aid the Federation in its work of relict, 
was held last Monday at Circle House, 15, Great Alie Street. 

Dr. D. JoCHELMAN, Chairman of the Federation, who presided, said 
that he had always found the East End of London to the fore in a) 
good works. He recalled the work done in that part of London for Zionism 
before it had become fashionable. The East End: had founded the 
Ukrainian Federation. He appealed to all to come and help, and to take 
matters into their own hands. The Federation of Ukrainian Jews was a 
democratic body as was shown by its constitution. The Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee had for various reasons withdrawn from the work cf 
relief, and they in London felt obliged to send invitations to synagogues, 
and other bodies for further help. It might be that they would prefer to 
set up an independent East End Committee. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER explained the position in the Russian Soviet 
Republic. Millions of the population were dclassé,” i. e., they belonged 
to no recogaised class. The middle class Jews werein this position. He 
read a number of extracts from letters showing their urgent needs and 
the gratitude of the populations in many towns for the help given by the 
Federation. He suggested that every Jew should set aside a fixed sum 
week by week or year by year for the Federation, and supported the 
suggestion of the Chairman that the East End should have its own 
Com mittee. 

The formation of an East End Committee was unanimously agreed 
to, and a Committee of twenty-five was formed with power to elect a 
smaller Executive. It was also agreed to form a Ladies Auxiliary 
Committee,

The Mandates Commission. 


REPORT TO BE PRESENTED TO THE LEAGUE. 

The J. T. A. representative in Geneva reports that be has bad access 
to the Draft Report of the Permanent Mandates Commission to the League 
cf Nations, which was considered at the last meeting of the Commission 
recently. The following is a summary of the Draft Report 

In discussing the administration of Palestine in connection with the 
first annual report submitted by the Mandatory Power since the coming 
into foree of the Mandate, the Commission has been faced with a new 
situation. Whereas all the other Mandates, the application of which it 
bas hitherto examined, were only intended to give effect to the general 
principles of Article 22 of the Leagues Covenant, the Palestine Mandate 
is of a more complex nature. 

As was expressly stated in the Preamble of the Mandate, and as is 
clearly shown by several of the clauses of the Mandate, the Councii, in 
drawing up its terms, desired, while giving cffsct to the provisions of 
Article 22 of the Covenant, also to carry ont the plan of establishing in 
Palestine a National Home for the Jewish people, as stated in the historic 
Declaration of November 20d, 1917, with which Lord Balfour's name is 
associated and which the Principal Allied Powers adopted. According 
to the fundamental principle of Article 22 of the Covenant, the para- 
mount duty of the Mandatory is to ensure the development of the 
mandated territories by administering them in conformity with the 

interests of their inhabitants. 
| It is not for the Commission, which, according to Article 22 of the 
Covenant, has, “to advise the Council on all matters relating to the 
observance of the Mandate,” to offer any observations whatever concern 
ing the actual drafting of the charters, the application of which it is 
called upon to examine. Still less is the Commission entitled to contrast 
the two principles by which the Council was guided in drawing up the 
terms of the Palestine Mandate. 
the dual wature of its inspiration, and its application has aroused 
complaints by persons basing their case on one of these principles to the 
exclusion of the other, the Commission would not be fulfilling its duty to 
the Council if it refrained from making reference to the facts which have 
come toits notice in this connection. 


Jewish Immigration. 


The Commission desires, therefore, to draw the particular attention 
of the Councll to the principal fact which seems to dominate the whole 
present situetion in Palestine. The Commission has noted that, according 

to the Annual Report and the statements of the accredited Representative 
of the Mandatory, there has been in the last. few years a considerab'e 
stream of Jewish immigration into Palestine. This steam of immigration, 
from Eastern Europe, is providing Palestine witha new population 
which, however great the ardourand zeal of the immigrants and their 
desire tocontribute to the reconstruction of the Jewish National Home, is 
prepared neither by technical training nor tradition for manual work, 
especially. agricultural work, of which Palestine is in greatest need. 
According to Article 6 of the Mandate, the Palestine Administration shall 
facilitate Jewish immigration under suitable conditions and encourage 
close settlement by Jews on the'land, including State lands and waste 
lands not reqaired for public purposes. These provisions make it the 
duty of the Palestine Administration to encourage as well as to regulate 
Jewish immigration into Palestine. The Commission is glad to express 
its appreciation of the efforts made by the Mandatory to ensure 
the application of the principle laid down in this Article, 
hound to observe, however, that the immigration policy of the 
Mandatory gives rise to acute controversy, while it does not 
afford entire satisfaction to the Zionists. The Zionists feel that 
the establishment in Palestine of a Jewish National Home is 
the first duty of the Mandatory, and manifest, therefore, a certain 
itnpatience at the difficulties sometimes placed in the way of immigration 
and the granting of land to immigrants. The policy is rejected by the 
Arab majority in the country, which refuses to accept the idea of a Jewish 
National Home, and tends to see in the action of the Administration a 
seizare by foreigners of its traditional patrimony, a seizure which, though 
not brutal, is none the less real. In view of the two-fold duty imposed on 
the Palestine Administration, the Commission desires to give public 
©x pression to its appreciation of the great thorougbnespe, unfailing sagacity, 
end indisputable desire to act justly with which the Administration is 
discharging this duty. 

Clash of Interests. 


The clash of interesta which inevitably brings Zionism and the 
majority of the Arab element into conflict on the subject of immigration, 
may also be observed in connection with a number of other manifestions. 
As regards education, for instance, the Jews complain that the Mandatory 

ves the Arabs financial support cn what appears to them an excessive 
scale. In public works again, the Arab element objects to the preference 
shown to Jewish workers, even Where the preference is not shown by 
the Administration but by the Zionist Organisation, which is carrying out 
public works at its own expense. When the question of establishing an 
Advisory or Legislative Council is raised, the Arabs decline their 
assistance unless they are assured representation in proportion to their 
humerteal strength, whereas the Adminisiration cannot agree to the 
admission of a majority resolved to oppose the establishwent in Palestine 
of a National Home for the Jewish people, a task entrusted to it by the 
terms of the Mandate. 


The Commission is happy to note that the bitterness of these con- 
‘icting interests is greatly mitigated by the impartiality and wisdom of 
the Administration, particularily the High Commissioner. It desires to

state that, though there is undoubtedly discontent in Palestine, itis in 


no way attributable to the Administration, which is endeavouring faith- 
fully to discharge the two-fold duty imposed on it under the Mandate. 


The “White Paper” Policy. 


The Commission has noted with satisfaction the very definite state- 
ment made by the accredited Representative on behalf of the Administra. 


tion, repudiating the designs of certain Zionist extremists for supplanting 
This declaration, which cor firms tho 


the Arabs in Palestine by the Jews. 
views expressed by the British Government in its correspondence with 
the Zionist Organisation (White Book) and accepted by the Aioniast 
Organisation on June 18th, 1922, sbould, in the Commission's opinion, 


tend to allay the anxieties which imperil the peace of the country. The 


Commission is happy to note that it has generally been possible to 
associate the authorised representatives of the Arab population with the 
local administration. It appreciates the c fforts of the High Commissioner 
to secure the co-operation of the Arab majority in the Central Admpéfiis- 


tration, and sincerely hopes, in the interests of the peaceful development | 


of the country and of good order, that these efforts will shortly be crowned 
with success. 

The Commission would be glad to have fuller information in the next 
report regarding immigration and emigration, and the classification of 
immigrants according to race and occupation, with detailed particulars of 
their place oforigin. The Commission hopesthatthenextreport will provide 
more detailed information of the composition and duties of the various 
military forces in Palestine and their racial composition. The Committee 
noted with satisfaction the accredited representative's declarations that he 
is prepared to consider the possibility of drafting a Labour Code applicable 
to Palestine, It hopes that the next report will give more detailed 
particulars of the proposed or actual operation cf a system cf labour 
legislation, and particularly of the International Labour Conventions 
applicable to Palestine.

THE ARAB CASE. 


The following is a summary of the report presented to the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League cf Nations, at its recent meeting at 
Geneva, by the Executive Committee of the Palestine Arab Congress. 

The report bases itself on the injustice of creating a Jewish National 
Home for the Jews in Palestine, which is the well-established hcme of 
the Palestinian Arabs (Moslems and Christians) and the impracticability 
of training its inhabitants in self-government and preparing them for 
independence, which is the principal aim of the mandatory system, as 
long as the Jewish National Home Policy is in progress,” It alleges that 
the Palestine Administration, headed by “an ardent Zionist,” Sir Herbert 
Samuel, has, in fostering Zionist policy, neglected its principal duty. of 
working for the economic restoration of the country. 

After the British occupation, says the Arab Executive, the Constitu- 
tion of the country was replaced by an autocratic military administration. 
It goes on to trace the history of the attempts of the Government to 
institute, first a Legislative, then an Advisory Council, and comes to the 
somewhat surprising conclusion that in the former “the two Jewish 
members formed the majority in the Cou nell. The manage. 
ment «cf the Wakfs by the Supreme Moslem Council is cited as evidence 
that the Arabs are capable of se {- government, and the Palestine Admiais- 


tration is accused of having usurped the rights Palestinians ep joyed under 


the Turkish regime. 


Tho report goes on to allege that the Government in its great zeal 
to apply the Zionist pcl'cy,” has adopted land laws the effcct of which 
has been to force the Arab farmer to sell land to the Jew at a low price. 
This is said to have been accomplished by a prohibition of the export of 
local products, such as grain and olive oil, which resulted in a heavy drop 
in the price of these p-oducts, and, with the increase in the cost of labour, 
rendered land practicsily worthless. “That ordinance,” it adds, was 
abrogated when its abrogation became ineffective.” The law that a 
landowner who fails to cultivate some part of his land during threo 
consecutive years loses his title to it, also had the effect of increasing 
Arab land vendors and decreasing prices. 


In regard to Jewish immigration, the complaint is made thatin order 
artificially to create employment for the immigrants, in many cases 
Government contracts were carried out by costly Jewish labour instead 
of cheap Arab workers, with resultant unemployment among the Arabs, 
As a result of this, says the report, “ Palestine is rapidly approaching the 
precipice of bankruptcy. Cost of living is higher in Palestine than in 
any country of Europe, and commerce and industry are at a standstill.” 

It is contended that there has been a marked retrogression in public 
security since the Occupation, the number of crimes committed in the 
country having increased from 11,009 in 1921, to 16,700, or more than 
twenty-two cases per 1,000 of, the population, in 1925, This is attributed 
by the Arab Executive to unemployment caused by Jewish !mmigration, 
and to the “hatred and contempt” felt by the people towards the 
Administration. “ The disgusted population in general,” says the report, 
“did not only refuse the Government their co-operation, but rather 
rejoiced in beholding their common antagonist, the Zionist Government, 
in great perplexity.” It is also alleged that the Government distributed 
arms and ammunition in the Jewish colonies, and generously granted the 
Jews licences to carry arms, while the Zionist Executive, “elated by 
this attitude of the Government,” is said to have formed a secret armed 
force,” known as the “ Hagana.” 


Salaries of Government department employees are sald to amount to 
no less than 50 to 70 per cent. of the total revenue of the country, over 
300 of such employees being foreigners. The Arab Executive considers 
the salaries paid to these employees too high, and the number of employees 
to be unnecessarily large. The use of Hebrew as an official language is 
said to be responsible forthe employment of “ hosts of Hebrew translators 
and interpreters, thus encumbering the budget with a buge amount,” and 
increasing taxation. The Rutenberg Concession is stigmatised as an 


The Commission hopes that the next report will. 
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unjust monopoly, and it is alleged that the concessionnaire has complied 


with hardly any of the provisions of his concession. 

In conclusion, the Arab report says that “the daily slight frictions 
between Arab and Jew, whose ideas, principles, customs, and modes of 
life take diametrically divergent lines, cultivate and solidify hatred 
between both communities, and there must come a time when it Will 


accumulate to such a degree as to defy all moral or political restraints.” 


The Executive demands “the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Constitutional Government in which the two communities, Arab and 
Jewish, will be represented in proportion to their numbers as they existed 
before the application of the Zionist policy.” | 

(It will be recalled that, as reported in the Jmwist CHRONICLE last 
week, the Commission “took cognisance” of this report, but the Presi- 
dent observed that the Commission was charged with the task of watch- 
ing over the application of the terms of mandates, and that the question 
whether those terms corresponded with the spirit and letter of Article 
22 of the Covenant was beyond the competence of the Commission | 


AGUDAH DEPUTATION TO GENLVA. 

The Central Executive of the World Agudath Israel appointed a 
epecial delegation, consisting of Mr. Jacob Rosenheim (Frankfort), Dr. M. 
Ascher (Neuchatel), and Mr. S. Guggenheim (Basle) to attend the meeting 
of the Mandates Commission, The question of the Palestine Commu-⸗ 
nities Ordinance was discussed with the High Commissioner, and it is 
understood that it is now not proposed to ratify the Draft Ordinance of 
the } dad Leumi as originally proposed. 

| ITALIAN CATHOLIC MEMORANDUM. 

The Executive of the Italian Catholic Union for the Holy Places and 
Pilgrimages submitted to the League of Nations a memorandum nrotesting 
in strong terms against “the Zionist policy in Palestine.” It regards the 
Zionist manwuvres for an increase of Jewish rights in Palestine as aiming 
at invasion, penetration, and profanation,” and demands that conditions 
in Palestine may be so arranged as to secure the rights of the Catholic 
faith. It describes the dispersion as the sign of a Divine justice which 
has fallen upon the deicide race,” and appeals to the League to check the 
Zionist Movement in its nationalist tendencies. The Italian Zianist 
Organisation has issued a reply tothis memorandum, denying that Zlonism 
has ever in any way threatened the rights of the Christian religion or 
profaned the Holy Places, or that it seeks invasion. 


“Pica’’ Dismisses Jewish Workers. 
— 
STRIKE AT ZOR KABARRAH. 


The Palestine Jewish Colonisation Association (Pica) has dismissed 
one hundred Jewish workers employed by it in draining the swamps at 
Zor Kabarrab, where the “Pica” holds a concession from the Palestine 
Government for a period of one hundred years. Four hundred and fifty 
Arab workers engaged in the same work have been retained. There is 
great excitement in consequence among the rest of the Jewish workers, 
who have gone on strike as a protest and have closed down by force the 
technical office of the “Pica” at Zichron Jacob. The leaders of the 
workers have proceeded to Haifa to open negotiations with the “ Pica” on 
the tubject.— J. T. 4. 

According to a later message, the strike has now been settled.

The Tobacco Industry in Palestine. 
SERIOUS CRISIS. 


_ A serious position has been created in the Jewish tobacco industry 
in Palestine, because there is a large exportable surplus this year for 
which no market is available. The Palestine Zionist Executive has 
called an urgent conference to consider ways and means of coping 
with the situation. 

The first match factory in the Near East is about to be established in 
Haifa. The sum of £25,000 has been invested for the purpose of building 
and equipping the factory.

Kadoorie, of 
Bhavghbai, proposes to build in Palestine, will be known as the Kadoorie 
Garden City,” and not, as reported in Tue Jewrsn CHRONICLE of the i7th 
inst., the “Laura Kadoorte.“ The “Laura Kadoorio Garden City” ig 
intended for teachers and students, and is situated near Mount Scopus.

DUE TO PERSONAL REASONS. 
[From our Correspondent.) GENEVA. 

Prior to his departure from Geneva, last week, Sir Herbert Samuel, 
received a deputation of Swiss Zionists, headed by Dr. Steinmarder. Sir 
Herbert gave the deputation an account of the great cultural and economic 
development of Palestine. He also dwelt on the improvement in the 
Arab-Jewish relations. The High Commissioner thanked the Jews in all 
parts of the world for the support given by them to the movement of 
reconstruction in Palestine, and sent his greetings to the Swiss Zionists. 
As regards his retirement next year, he said thatit was prompted by 
personal reasons. He assured the deputation, however, that he would 
eontinue to take a sympathetic interest in the work of reconstructing

Zionists Persecuted in Russia.

WHOLESALE ARRESTS. |

The fall of the Labour Government in England has had the effect of 
seriously compromising the position of the Zionists, and of the Jews in 
general, in Russia. It is nothing unusual for the Russians to endeavour 
to throw the blame for every occurrence on the Jews, and when, as has 
happened on this occasion, the Jews themselves attack the Zionists fresh 
fuel is added to Russian hatred. The EMEss, the Jewish Communist 
organ, in a recent issue, accused the. Zionists in Russia of having spread 
false information in order to assist the Anglo-Jewish financiers in the 
Conservative and Liberal camps to overthrow the Labour Government, 
and of having tried to influence the French Government against Russia. 
.The (Jewish Communists’ organisation) demands the total 
suppression of Zionist work, the imprisonment ofall Zionists, and the con- 


Ascation of Zionist funds, to be used for settling Jews on the land in Russia. 


The Russian Secret Service has issued instructions to the police 
throughout the country to suppress all Zionist activities and to arrest all 
“ionists. This policy has already been started in the Ukraine, where 
150 Zionists were arrested in the Odessa district on the day of the issue 
of the order, 44 in Kieff, 26 in Kharkoff, 51 in Krementchug, and many 
others at Vinnitza, Balta, Elizabetgrad, Otchakoff, and other cities. 
Many new arrests are expected. lu Odessa, a number of the arrested 
women Zloutsts have been submitted to the severest tortures in the hope 
of obtaining from them information about their associates. In no case, 
bowever, have the arrested Zionists given any informr tion,

Preaching at the Synagogue on Sabbath last the Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, 
B.A., said that peace was the greatest ideal in the whole realm of human 
life. The cause of the late war was to be found chiefly in the secret 
diplomacy of the world politicians. If humanity was to be saved from a 
second and even crueller deluge of fire, then diplomacy had to take a 
different turn. No secret treaties but open dealing, no private alliances 
but a union of nations must become the guiding principle of all peoples. 


Park Place Synagogue. 

The Rev. Jacob Phillips devoted his sermon last Sabbath to the after- 
math ot the war. The results of the war, he said, had been preponderantly 
evil, and were a cause for bitter disappointment and disillusionment to 
Jewry. In many countries of Europe, since the signing of the armistice, 
there had been a series of pogroms of which Jews had been the victims, 
anti-Semitism had spread, and religious prejudices and bigotries had been 
the moving causes for indescribable inhumanities. The alarming misery 
of more than half of world Jewry must move every Jew todo his part in 
arousing the conscience of the world to a sense of justice and humanity,. 
liberty, equality, and fraternity for all mankind, so that Jews shall be 


granted a homeland in every nation, and shall be accorded equal rights 
with their fellow-citizens everywhere.

Professor Dr. S. Brodetsky on “Leeds.” 

Professor Dr. S. Brodetsky's lecture on Leeds to the members of 
the Jewish Institute last week was of special interest to the Iccal 
community. In the course of his address, Dr. Brodetsky referred to the 
fact that, as far as English Jewry was concerned, the name of Leeds 
when mentioned in other towns invariably brought the exclamation, that 
place,” and in that respect the remarkable attack by “Mentor” in Tre 
JEWISH CHRONICLE Was still fresh-in their minds. He deemed. it 
advisable, therefore, to analyse the various accusations levelled against 
the local community. Tho charitable and communal institutions in 
Leeds were in themselves the equal of, and in some cases better than, 
those in kindred communities. Yet, said he, one invariably hear] 
of non-Leeds ‘Jews speaking disparagingly of that community. His 
first impression of Leeds was that the leaders of the varion: institu 
tions were not exactly what might be termed good Loglish-speaking 
Jews. That was no slight on them, but it emphasised the fact that they 
bad identified themselves early in life with certain institutions, and there 
was unfortunately a great dearth of new blood to carry on their work. 
Another aspect was the fact that there was practically no Jewish family 
in Leeds with what might be termed communal traditions. In London 
and other big centres, there were families whose sons and grandsons had 
identified themselves continuously with communal work because it was 
a family tradition to do so. It could almost be said thatin Leeds there 
was nota communal leader whose father had held a similar position. 
Each individual bad himself striven to the position he held without the 
prestige and influence of family tradition. What its detractors omitted 
to realise was that Leeds as an important community was still in the 
making a melting pot out of Which he dared to prophesy there would 
rise a Jewish community of which English-speaking Jewry would bo 
proud,

of the aggressors—leading to the Armistice which yielded the victory t 
the nations that loved liberty and upheld freedom. But what about the 


future? What guarantee was there that the nations had even now learnc! bts 
the lesson, and that the idea of the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood J. 
of man had penetrated humanity to such an extent as to prevent waren Je 
years to come? There was none, The only hope that could be reasona!'y pre 
entertained for a peaceful solution of the difficulties ahead, lay in the We 
League of Nations. The League's aim, however, could only be attained be 


if the masses of the people in every country were to rally toitsaid. he 
Jews of the world had nothing to gain, but everything to lose 43 
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experience had taught them—from a recrudescence of the spirit ot 
chauvinism, the intensification of racial hatred, the rousing of 
the passions that war inevitably brought in its train. It therefore 
behoved Jews to be among the most wholehearted and enthusiastic 
supporters of the League; and it ought to be understood and appreciated 
by those at the head of the League that the Jews of the world could 
render great help in bringing about a closer union between the civilised 
‘nations, and in the furtherance of the effort to establish universal peace. 
The Jewish teaching had always been that physical force, if devoid of the 
basis of justice and right, could not prevail, and that real strength lay in 
self-control, abandonment of greed, respect for the rights and claims of 
others, unselfishness, and reverence forthe Law. Thisapplied to nations 
as well as to individuals. Dr. Daiches concluded with an appeal for the 
formation of a local Jewish branch of the League of Nations Union. 
A précis of the sermon was broadcast on Sunday evening by the 
Udinbargh Station of the British Broadcasting Company.

Law Cases. 


Bar TO ANTI-VACCINATOR.—At Westminster County Court last week, 
a conscientious objector to vaccination, named Hirschfeld, was ordered 
to give up porsession cf rooms in Peabody Dwellings, Vauxhall Bridge 
Road. In the form of application Hirschfeld declared that he bad been 
re-vaceinated. When two more children were born he declined to con- 
form to the Peabody trustees’ rule that they should be vaccinated. Asked 


why he signed the form, ho replied that if he had not done so he would | 


not have obtained the rooms. Mr. Arnold Lupton, on behalf of Hirschfeld, 
said that the rooms wereneatandtidy. Members ot the Anti- Vaccination 
League, he added, had subscribed about £30 for the defence. Judge Sir 
Alfred Tobin, while rocognising the honesty of Hirschfeld’s opinions, 
pointed ont that he had broken the trustees’ rules, and he must give up 
possession. The trustees, it was stated, would allow Hirschfeld to 
remain for three months. 

BREACH OF PROMISE CASE. — A Jew's courtship of an Irish domestic 
servant in his sister's house, named Sarah Tully, led to a breach of 
promise action in Dublin last week. Mendel Woolfe, or Rosoonsky, the 
man in question, a moneylender, had asked the girl's father to 
consent to the marriage. The father said that he would agree if Woolfe 
became a Catholic. The couple continued their courtship, and in 

December, 1922, the man again asked the father’s consent, adding that he 
would marry the girl in the registry office. The girl promised to marry 
him in June, 1923, but in February he betrayed her. To the girl's 
brother, he admitted being responsible for the child, and £10 was 
suggested. When the girl told her story in court, Woolfe denied that 
he had made love to her or that he was the father of the child. The jury 
awarded the girl £200 damages for breach of promise. 

SYNAGOGUE TREASURER SUED.—Last Friday, at the Whitechapel 
County Court, Reuben Waxman, of Hanbury Street, sued Samuel Krantz, 
of 18, Chrisp Street, Poplar, for £7 13s. for goods supplied. It was stated 
that. defendant was Treasurer and Chairman of the Building Fund of the 
Poplar Associate Synagogue, and had ordered from plaintiff for the syna- 
gogue a quantity of brass fittings and seat number-plates. Mr. Krantz con- 
tended that the goods supplied were of inferior quality, the number-plates 
having split as soon as they were fixed. Judge Cluer gave jadgment for 
plaintiff for £5 68. 1d., and costs. 

CRUELTY TO FOWLS.—Joseph Glucker, a street poultry vendor, of 
Christien Street, St. George’s, was at Thames Police Court, on 
Saturday, fined £10 and 303. costs, for cruelty to eighteen fowls. A 
veterinary surgeon said that the fowls had been systematically halt. 
starved for some time. . 

MERCHANT AND EX-CHorvus GIRL Isaac Ross, 23, a merchant, of 
Granton Street, Cheetham, Manchester, in business in George Street, was 
committed for trial at Manchester last week, on a charge of improper 

behaviour in his warehouse towards a former chorus girl. The prosecu- 
trix, the wife of a coloured man, said that she was offered work as a reg 
' sorter at the warehouse. When she had been at work about an hour, 
toss took hold of her and committed thevoffence complained of. Detective- 
Serjeant Dean said thatin reply to charges of indécent assault and com- 
| mop assault, accused said: “I have nothing to say.” He pleaded Not 
Gullty.” Bail was granted in one surety of £50.
